Juidge HMareatt's Dispusslonnts Dellvar«

New Yonk, July 8.—~The trlal of thoso
chargod with Loyeotting Widow Landgraf’s
bakery was concluded to-night, After the
examination of several witnesses Julge
Barrelt charged the jury. The judge re-
ferred to the potty dutalls of the cnse whon
compared with great interests contlnually

coming befors the hench, but he dwelt

told the jurynien  that  the law
permitted  workingmen (o co-operate to

olvain Iperenso of wages, but they must
